Find Canoe Belonging 

to Age of Bronze 

A boat, tied to Its landing wliurf 
for 3,000 years, has been found 
burled under six feet of peat In an 
ancient bog In upper Suubla, ao- 
ceeding to Dr. Oscar Pare!, a i'tutt- 
gart archeologist. It Is a dugout 
canoe about fifteen feet long, hol¬ 
lowed out of the trunk of a giant 
oak. The sides, Doctor Paret says, 
were shaved down to a surprising 
thinness. Several paddles were 
found In It. .-1 number of earthen 
vessels and bronze objects found In 
the turf around it date the boat 
ns of the Bronze age, about llHtO 
B. C., contenporary with the siege 
of Troy and the reign of Solomon 
In Jerusalera. 

The boat was found at the end of 
one of three long wharves which 
ran back to the vicinity of the re¬ 
mains of a number of houses. Ap¬ 
parently there was once a village 
on the edge of the bog, on solid 
ground separated from the open 
water of tlie lake by a wide 
marshy margin, which could he 
crossed only by these causeways. 
When the village site was aban¬ 
doned, the vegetation In the hog 
and the lake continued to grow un¬ 
til the lake disappeured and the 
piling up of the dead leaves and 
stems buried all the works of the 
ancient men who lived there and 
used to go fishing In their dugout 
canoes.

I’rouf comes in the chemical 
laboratories, in biolofjical labora¬ 
tories an<l in all oiJiiorlunities in 
wihcn fooil and its elfect uyon 
body growth and health may be 
ob.served. 

Scientific work in nutrition has 
demonstrated that if less of the 
staple lelined food.s and more of 
the protective foods such as milk, 
iruits and vegetables are . eaien, 
tlie diet and sub.sequent physical 
well-being are improved. 

Dr. McCollum summariiies nu¬ 
tritional advice in a three-rule 
ilict program.. Include in the diet 
each nay : 

t. Due (luart of milk or its 
equivalent. (Some of this may be 
taken in souiis, hcveiage.-', tu..- 
tards, etc.) 

i. Une liberal .-iiiving of cook- 
eif greens or pot-herbs such a.-> 
spinaen, beet-tops, charil, kale, 
cabbage or dandelion giaeiis. 

;h Two raw .salad.s, fiuit or 
vegetable. 

In so doing the daily diet in 
eludes the ni*cessary vitandne.s 
and minerals, and the best giowlh 
piomoting •anil body maintenance 
food—milk. Having ail these, .1 
normal per.son may safely eat 
whatever iHse is desired.

'I’he battery box holder or hang- 
er.s .should he- iiuspected at lea.sl 
twice a year, e.specially the kind 
that consi.st of .strap.s. Acid causes 
Corrosion which may eat thru the 
snap so that the battery drops 
out and bieak.s. 

When it i.s necessary to replace 
a radiator on your car, by all 
means buy a new one of good 
make an<l inalerial, for many used 
radiators have been repaired in 
such munner that a certain 
amount id' the cooling cpacity i.s 
cut down. 

Whenever your car gel.k too 
much hack lash, a symptom of 
which is coiisiderahle play wlien 
the car i.s rocked, a veiy thoro 
iii.'peciion ought to be made for 
woiii univer.sal joints, loo.se 
whecl.s on rear axle shaft , worn 
and improper adjustment of dif- 
feicntial gear.s, bearing.s, etc. 

.Motori.vt.s who aiqneciate their 
car.s should by all mean.s have 
them equiiiped with bumpers of a 
good material and make, for they 
are in.surance again.st broken 

headlight.s, railiator.s, feiuler.s, tire 
racks, trunk.s and bodies .saved 

from damage. Humper.s should 

not be eonsiilered a luxury but a 
niee.ssary acces.sory. 

The b.iUery .should be watched 
for external leaking, e.spccially the 
kind with wooden ca.se.s. If the 
case i.s immediately replaced upon 
lir.sl indications of leaking, the 

inotori.st will savi* replacing the 
entire battery with a new one in 
most instances, liecause often tire 
interior of a battery will .still last 
for si'i months or a year. 


A hill has been introduced in 
the .state legislature which is full

ininciple that calls for publicity 
for financial matters in public af¬ 
fairs is deeply imbedded in the 
law. Every irrigation distiict in 
the .state must run a .statement of 
expenditures annually. National 
hanks all over the Laiited State.' 
and state hanks in California and 
a numbei of other states are re¬ 
quired to inihlish stal'-ments peii- 
odically, u.sually quarterly. I’uhlic 
.idministrators and city trea.'urers 
ill most cities are compelled to 
puhli.'li annual statements. Such 
report.s are eagerly read by the 
interested public and they go far 
t.) allay any suspicion.^ that may 
ixi.;t. In truth they create a 
more trustful spirit on the pait oi 
the public than would otherwise 
be possible. 

Tiie publication of school ex¬ 
penses would go far in creating a 
greater confidence in our ichool 
adinini.slrator.s. Many peoide are 
11 .--‘Vf uiiiler the growing taxa¬ 
tion for schools anil the que.stion 
is lieinif continually askeil why 
such increase i.s neccs.-ary from 


year to year. A public statement 
showing where this money goes 
will allay this restiveiie.ss and 
(|uiet the growing distru.st. The 
hill is decidedly meritorious and 
it is to be hoped that it will he 
pas.sed without opiiosition. The 
pe-jple are entitled to the faeCs.—
